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13 green, West of it : open valve, take off cap, suck out water 


13 fairway, by willow on right (as you are standing on the tee ) 
side of fairway : open valve: Plastic hose is a drain, just goes 
a little way into the ground. Apparently this valve is open all 
winter for in 1985 WSP said "shut valve in spring ". 

{ See No. 12 above . ] 


12 green, just East of it : open valve, take off cap 


13 tee, just out (South) from it ,to water the tee: 
leave it as is unless you use it. 


14 tee, East of it : did nothing to it in 1985, or 1986 
16 green, West of it : open both valves, take off cap 


14 green, fairway in front of ( South ) of : open valve. This is 
a drain. 


14 green, West of : open valve, take off cap 


16 fairway, in the rough on the right of, in the triangle, 
below (Southeast of it ) : open valve but don't leave it open 
because it is a low spot and water will bet in in the Winter. 
No plug on hole in 1986 when I checked it. 


8 green, West of it : close valve, put on cap and make sure 
both are snug 


3 tee : put in the two plugs and close valve 


2 green , in rwo of larch trees : close all but leave bottom 
one open. (But, cf. No. 12 above. ) 


4 fairway, 2/3rds of the way to the green, on the left, by the 
line of trees : take valve off to see if any water, then put cap 
on and close the valve. 

1986 : hole full of water; when I unscrewed the cap it fell off 

because it had no tread left on it, sol closed 

the valve and left the cap there. 


3 green, just South of : close both 

center of triangle above 3 green : close valve 

center of triangle above 3 green : cap on, close valve 
4 tee, in front ( East of ) of : close valve 


5 green : just in front of and to the right of : drain 

water out of hole, then take out lower plug and drain, then 
replace plug, close valve, put on cap . Part of this operation 
may have been done on No, 10 above. 


7 green, right side of it : 1986 was full of water so had to be 
bailed out to get the water level in the box low enough so that 
the lower plug hole could drain : close the plug 


6 tee : check this in a week after you open it and see if there 
is any water in it. To do so just take out the lower plug. 
1986 : full of water so had to be bailed out to below the level 


of the lower plug. 


15 green : let this drain for a day or so but be sure to close it 
soon 


18 green : close valves and put on the cap
